We can see only too clearly 
how this is so in our own 
country where family life 
is being attacked on all 
fronts - mothers are being 
forced back to work 
because of the appalling 
economic conditions; house 
repossessions are at an all 
time high because of the 
iniquitous and usurious 
interest rates; schools are 
filling children's minds 
with liberal anti-family 
attitudes; and constant 
permissive legislation is 
undermining all aspects of 
family life. Is it no 
wonder that there are so 
many problems with the 
young folk of today - drug 
addiction, alcoholism, 

truancy and - soaring 
juvenile crime figures. 

As we reject both Capital¬ 
ism and Marxism, for their 
materialistic nature, we 
must ensure that just as 
these ideologies are 
opposed to the family, we 
should be in favour and 
work for the family. 
Mothers, the mainstay of 
family life must have every 
opportunity to be able to 


stay at home rather than 
do some menial work to 
supplement her husband's 
meagre wages. The life of 
the local community must 
be revitalized so that 
there is mutual support 
amongst local families. 
With a wider distribution 
of property, each family 
will have the chance to 
own their own home and so 
build a stable family life. 

In order to preserve our 
faith, family and nation, 
once again, G.K. Chest¬ 
erton has the answer, "If 
we wish to preserve the 
family we must revolution¬ 
ize the nation".

AND THE ROMANIAN IRON 

GUARD . 

As a means of giving first- 
time readers an insight 
into the Third Position 
movement, we find it 
necessary to explore, issue 
by issue, some of the chief 
ideological forbears who 
have influenced our cause 
and helped to mould our 
political outlook. In this 
edition, we hope to 
provide a study into the 
life of Comeliu Codreanu, 
the great Romanian nation¬ 
alist leader. 

Corneliu Codreanu was 
bom on September 13th. 
1899, in Hushi, a small 
town in the Romanian 
province of Moldavia. His 
father was a secondary 
school teacher, and his 
mother the grand-daughter 
of a Bavarian. 

During his early life, 
Codreanu attended a 
military school, where he 
learnt the soldierly 
virtues of courage, disci¬ 
pline and devotion to 
duty. After a spell at the 
Austro-Hungarian front, in 
1916, the young Codreanu 
was ordered home by his 
father, considered too 
young for the dangerous 
intricacies of warfare. At 
this time, he was only a 
cadet. In 


the University of Jassy, in 
Moldavia, a decision that 
shaped the rest of his 
life. When he discovered 
the awful poverty in the 
city, and the continuous 
strikes and demonstrat¬ 
ions, he plunged himself 
into the world of 
nationalist politics, a 
result of his fierce 
patriotism and sense of 
history, which clearly 
provided him with the 
means to identify the 
threat of Communism to his 
vision of a strong, unified 
Romania. 

In the 1920's, Corneliu 
Codreanu became an ardent 
opponent of Jewish immig¬ 
ration, which seemed to be 
destroying the beautiful 
culture of his once-proud 
nation. The government in 
Romania at that time, was 
strongly favouring the 
immigrants above the 
Romanian people them¬ 
selves , and the Jews had 
managed to gain control of 
the mass media, as well as 
the world of commerce. 
This was combined with 
the fact that most Jews 
were Communists. Cod¬ 


reanu eventually joined a 
small group called the 
Guard of National Con¬ 
science , and through his 
ceaseless activism, made 
them a force to be 
reckoned with in the 
streets and factories of 
Jassy. One of his more 
memorable feats of 
bravery, was to climb on 
the roof of the Nicolina 
Railway Works in front of 
5,000 Communists, and 
replace the Red Flag with 
the Romanian tricolour, in 
a passionate display of 
defiance. This gained 
Codreanu much support, 
and he soon became the 
central figure in the 
organization. 

The twenties and thirties 
were full of such daring 
stunts, which angered the 
government and inspired 
workers and students of 
troubled Moldavia. 
Eventually, Codreanu 

decided to join forces with 
a professor, named A. C. 
Cusa and try to win the 
hearts and minds of 
student youth in Jassy, 
and form the League of 
Christian National Defence. 
Something had to be done 
about the crippling hold 




















that Jewish immigration 
had on the country, where 
70% of the journalists were 
Jews, 80% of the bankers 
and 139 out of 142 
members of the Bucharest 
Stock Exchange. It was 

time to unite the Romanian 
people behind a common 
cause. 

It was always an 
imperative for their 
National Revolutionary 

struggle to be of a 
spiritual essence. After 
all, in a world of 

materialism, where money 
and wealth are like Gods, 
a spiritual force is 

dreaded by the enemies of 
nationalism. T heref ore, 
Codreanu continued to 

introduce his strong 
Christian beliefs into the 
movement, which made it 
more powerful. In May 
1927, a rift began to 
develop between Professor 
Cuza and Codreanu, a 
result of Cuza's reaction¬ 
ary views and lack of 
commitment in the way of 
positive action. Codreanu 
finally split with Cuza, 
and formed a new move¬ 
ment, which was to be the 
vanguard of the growing 
support for his brand of 
Christian Nationalism. This 
organization was called the 
Legion of Michael 

Archangel, or the Iron 
Guard for short. The 
Legion had no ' political 
programme, but sought to 
create a New Man, a 
political soldier dedicated 
to restoring Romania to its 
true heirs - the Romanian 
folk themselves. 

The Iron Guard was 
banned several times 
during the 1930's, an 
obvious progression, con¬ 
sidering the threat posed 
to the alien influence 
currently governing the 
nation at the time. 
Codreanu himself was 
imprisoned many times, but 
kept a firm resolve to 
carry on the struggle for 
his homeland. 


It was Codreanu's respect 
for the monarchy of King 
Carol II which eventually 
brought him down. The 
King had an extra-marital 
affair with Magda Wolff, 
his Jewish consort, and 
her bitter hatred for the 
Legion of Michael Arch¬ 
angel finally brought an 
onslaught of State 

oppression down upon the 
heads of the Iron Guard, 
which numbered over a 
million strong towards the 
close of the 1930's. 

On November 29th. 1938, 

Corneliu Codreanu and 
other leaders of the Legion 
were strangled by govern¬ 
ment assassins, taken to a 
forest, and shot in the 
back. All designed to 
propagate the myth that 
Codreanu and thirteen of 
his comrades had been 
killed whilst attempting to 
'escape'. The truth 
eventually surfaced years 


later, when one of the 
guards assigned by 
King Carol II to murder 
Codreanu, told of how the 
'escape' story was a 
fabrication to justify 
government action. 

It is certain that Corneliu 
Codreanu was one of the 
bravest men who ever 
lived, and we are pleased 
to pay tribute to such a 
fine martyr of Truth, and 
a noble exponent of our 
National Revolutionary 

cause. His example should 
be a source of inspiration 
for all nationalists, and 
his sacrifice hailed as 
worthy of emulation.

PUGIN AND THE GOTHIC 

REVIVAL 

In so far as it is 
possible to generalise 
about a particular 
period, especially 
without hindsight, 
we are living in an age 
of doubt and 
uncertainty. The 
idealist and visionary 
are treated with 
suspicion when we have 
as much, or more, need 
than ever for their 
visions and ideas. The 
failed visions of 
Marxism and related 
creeds, and the manifest 
injustices of capitalism 
are clear to all who 
study, even 
superficia11y, the 
po1itical scene. 

Without suggesting 
that they might form a 
fund of ready-made 
Utopias, we could do 
worse than to look to 
the great Nineteenth 
Century visionaries for 
inspiration. 

This is chiefly about 
Augustus Welby Pugin, 
but we should briefly 
look at his importance 
in the context of the 
Gothic Revival in 
Victorian England. While 
his ideas differed in 
many ways from the two 
other equally important 
theorists, John Ruskin 
and William Morris, the 
important thing they 
shared was an 
unhappiness with the 
effects of 

industrialisation and a 
be 1 i ef that many 
solutions could be found 
by studying Mediaeval 
society. Since little 
has changed in many ways 
since they wrote, their 
work still has much to 
teach us. What is 
particularly interesting 
is that while they 
looked to the past for 
inspiration, their ideas 
can only be described as 
"radical" rather than 
"reactionary". What we 
see is a possibility for 



a critical analysis of 
the past in an attempt 
to find what is valuable 
without suggesting that 
there! was a time when 
everything was perfect. 
This is opposed to the 
Marxist vision, which 
suggests a future Utopia 
out of an assumption 
that the whole of world 
history is a tale of 
mass oppression with 
little to choose between 
different countries at 
different times. 

For Pugin, Mediaeval 
England was an ideal 
period. The people 
shared a common religion 
which formed the basis 
for all aspects of 
social order and 
activity. Furthermore, 
it was a religion shared 
with the whole of Europe 
which, although gaining 
from this cultural and 
re 1igious unity, 
consisted of hundreds of 
small states with their 
own traditions and 
characteris tic 
sub-cu1tures . 

Pugin was born in 
1812, his father was an 
aristocratic refugee 
from Revolutionary 
France, who found work 
in John Nash’s office in 
London. Nash was a 
neo-classical architect 

whose chief legacy is 
the terraces in the 
Regent’s Park area of 
London. He disliked the 
Gothic style of the 
architecture but found 
in A.W. Pugin a useful 
assistant who could 
produce accurate Gothic 
designs for clients who 
insisted on the style. 

It is ironic that his 
son’s most famous work 
was the provision of 
drawings for Gothic 
style details and 
furnishings for Barry’s 
Palace of Westminster. 

The irony is that unlike 
his father, the younger 
Pugin believed that 


classicism was an alien 
sham style, whereas 
Gothic architecture had 
integrity and truth 
which set it beyond 
being a mere style, to 
be tacked on as an 
af terthought. 

Throughout his 
comparatively short 
life, Pugin worked 
extraordinari1y hard 
designing hundreds of 
buildings, mainly 
churches but also houses 
and col 1 egiate 
buildings. In addition 
he produced designs for 
wallpaper, silver ware, 
stained glass, tiles, 
fabrics and even, for 
the Houses of Commons 
and Lords, inkwells and 
umbre11 a stands. 

Pugin was restless and 
headstrong, ardent in 
his passions he was 
difficult to work with. 
As a result he spent 
most of his time alone, 
often for weeks on end 
he would set sail in a 
fishing smack he bought, 
still turning out 
drawings by the score 
even during storms. It 
is hardly surprising 
that this caused many 
problems. He started a 
business in Gothic 
carvings and was 
imprisoned for 
bankruptcy when it 
failed. His first wife 
died and he re-married - 
a 1 1 before he was 
twenty-one. 

The most important 
event in his life was 
his conversion to 
Catholicism in 1834, of 
which Kenneth Clarke 
said "...to us it may 
seem that a passionate 
love of beauty, and a 
conviction that beauty 
springs from a way of 
life and a temper of 
spirit, it is a better 
reason for a change of 
faith than most." 

He produced several 
polemical books relating 






Mediaeval religion and 
society to its 
architecture and setting 
them out together as a 
model for countering the 
ills of 

industrialisation and 
Victorian society in 
general. The most 
influential of these 
works was "Contrasts”, 
published in 1836. This 
was a series of nineteen 
scenes from daily life 
in 1440, with the same 
scene in 1840. Like most 
polemical works, it 
exaggerates to make its 
point, but this should 
not obscure for us the 
conviction behind it, 
nor our ability to see 
why it was so 
inf 1uentia1. It 
contrasts an England of 
genuine Christian values 
wherein craftsmanship 
and a love of truth and 
beauty combine to 
produce humane towns and 
villages, with the 
ugliness of modern 
cities with their 
factories, workhouses 
and prisons. 

While his work was 
very influential in the 
establishment of Gothic 


revivalism in England 
and abroad, most of his 
designs remained 
unexecuted and the only 
building he was really 
satisfied with was St. 
Augustine’s in Ramsgate, 
a complex of buildings 
including a house for 
himself and a fine 
church, still to be seen 
today. 

He became mentally 
unstable towards the end 
of his life and spent 
his final weeks in' 
Bedlam, dying aged only 
forty in 1852. 

What are we to make of 
the life and 

achievements of somebody 
whose diversity of 
activity and influence 
was so great, his 
dedication to work and 
solitude and passion for 
a former age drove him 
to early insanity and 
death? It would be easy 
to write him off as a 
typical Victorian 
religious fanatic who 
went too far for his own 
good. We do not live in 
an age when those with 
conviction and vision 
are honoured - it is 


alright to criticise the 
existing order provided 
we dare not suggest that 
things might once have 
been better and could be 
so again. 

In fact, the ideas of 
those who opposed 
Victorian capitalism and 
industrialism are more 
relevant now than ever 
before. For a long time 
it seemed to many who 
saw the poverty and 
oppression of 
post-Industria1 
Revolution society that 
Marxism was the answer. 
Where, in its various 
forms an attempt to 
implement it has been 
made, it has caused the 
same problems, or worse. 

The most important 
1egacy of Pugin’s 
writings is his cfarity 
of vision which enabled 
him to suggest how 
society could be 
improved through an 
abandonment of the 
ugliness and greed he 
saw as the inevitable 
result of putting 
industrial economics 
before faith and social 
justice

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ASTERIX AND THE 

NATIONAL STRUGGLE 
In the last issue of this 
paper, we discussed the 

importance of providing 
sound reading matter for 
our nation's children.

The character of ASTERIX

ASTERIX was a small, 
comical warrior, who lived 
in a tiny Gaulish village 
around 50BC. At that 
time, his village was comp¬ 
letely surrounded by fort¬ 
ified camps - host to the 
invading Legions of Roman 
soldiers. 

The whole of Gaul had 
been totally conquered by 
the Romans, but ASTERIX 
and the other inhabitants 
of the village refused to 


bow to what can only be 
described as foreign 
imperialism. This was 
achieved with the help of a 
local druid, Getafix, who 
knew how to brew a magic 
potion that gave tremen¬ 
dous strength to anyone 
who cared to drink it. It 
is not too difficult, 
therefore, to work out how 
the small Gaulish village 
remained so indomitable. 
The Romans were forever 
coming second best to 
ASTERIX and his many 
friends. Now that we have 
provided readers with the 
basic background of the 
ASTERIX stories. We can 
begin to explore the 
valuable examples of 
nationalism that is 
displayed throughout them. 
The symbol of our move¬ 
ment - the Celtic Cross - 
stands for European 
identity and makes us 
think of the prize that can 
be obtained through hard 
work, struggle, and finally 
national revolution. That 
prize is the 'Europe of 100 
flags', a utopia within our 
grasp, the beautiful 
romanticism that lies 
beyond the horizon, 
guiding our every action, 
our every decision, hand- 
in-hand with Truth and 
Morality. In ASTERIX, we 
can find the things we 
seek. The unity-in¬ 
diversity that exists in 
Goscinny's ideal Europe. A 
Europe where culture and 
identity flourish, despite 
the onslaught of greed 
that emanates from 
Caesar’s Rome. 

As ASTERIX travels 
through nation upon 
nation, subtle differences 
of titanic importance can 
be discovered in the rich 
tapestry that is Western^ 
civilization. Throughout 
these cultural excursions, 
the glory of Uderzo's art¬ 
work provides us with 
constant insight inb 
tradition and heritagi 
This, coupled with Go: 
cinny's hilarious text, 
becomes a masterpiece of 
historical discovery. 


In 'ASTERIX IN BRITAIN', 
the Gaulish warrior 
encounters an England 
where raging battles are 
commonplace, although 

rather strange. Every few 
minutes, the locals cease 
furious fighting to indulge 
in one of their favourite 
pastimes - tea-drinking. 
Some may consider that 
this portrays people as 
'stereotypes', but what 
Goscinny has actually 
done, is to take examples 
of various national customs 
and use them in an 
extremely amusing manner. 
The early Britons did not 
really pause for a cup of 
tea during battle, 
obviously, but it makes for 
comical reading and arms 
the reader with the ability 
to distinguish between 
those of Britain and those 
of Gaul. In other words, 
the adventures of 
ASTERIX highlight the 
diversity of European 
culture. 

With a 'federal Europe’ 
about to centralize our 
cultures and erode the 
differences that have 
existed for centuries, at 
least we are able to find 
sanctuary within the world 
of Goscinny and Uderzo. 
What better way for 
children to receive first¬ 
hand instruction in the 
intricacies of their 
identity?
